Body Of Man, 68, Found In Rabbit Pen Fire

Firem en battling a blaze in a 
cinder-block rabbit pen in Ben- 
salcm this morning discovered 
the body of a 68-year-old man 
after the flam es w ere brought 
under control. 
The v i c t i m was 
Anthony 
Sliwa. who lived with his broth­ 
er and sister-in-law, Mr. and 
M rs. Stanley Sliwa at 1458 B ris­ 
tol Road. 


About 
IOO 
rabbits 
and 
50 
chickens also perished in the 
flam es. 


Sliwa’s body w as discovered 
by firem en after they w ere able 
to search through the smoke- 
filled pen. It w as found on a 
first floor landing of the two- 
story building. 


E arlier, firem en and Mr. and 
M rs. Sliwa entered the build­ 
ing to rescue som e 50 rabbits 
and two chickens after the fire 


broke out shortly before 9 a.m . 
Not A w are 
Bucks County Deputy Coroner 
John C. 
Black 
said 
Sliwa’s 
death w as attributed to suffo­ 
cation due to smoke. 
Black said Sliwa’s body was 
not discovered for some tim e 
because 
firem en 
and 
rescue 
w orkers concentrated on saving 
th e rabbits and chickens and 
w ere not aw are that Sliwa had 
also entered the building. The 


victim was not m arried. 
M r. and M rs. Sliwa, 73 and 
71 years old, respectively, raise 
rabbits and chickens for an add­ 
ed incom e. Sliwa is a retired 
bricklayer. 
2nd M isfortune 
Shortly before her brother-in- 
law ’s body was discovered, M rs. 
Sliwa com m ented that the fire 
and loss of the rabbits and chick­ 
ens was the second m isfortune 
to have struck the pen in the 


past decade. In O ctober 1954, 
H urricane Hazel ripped off the 
second floor of the building and 
dem olished it. 
“ We had to rebuild it,” she 
said, “ and now w e’ll have to 
sta rt all over again. It hurts me 
to think of those poor rabbits 
and chickens. 
“ But I won’t com plain,” she 
added, “ as long as nobody in 
the fam ily was h u rt.” 
She then turned to her son,

WASHINGTON (U PI) —The 
White House said today P resi 
dent Johnson has “ im proved a 
g reat d eal” from his w eekend 
sore throat and cold. B ut doc­ 
tors said they w ant to 
keep 
him in the hospital for a “ fur­ 
ther period of convalescence.” 


A spokesm an s’aid he could 
not estim ate how long Johnson 
would rem ain at Bethesda N a­ 
val Hospital. The question of 
w hether Johnson m ight be able 
to attend the funeral Saturday 
in London of W inston Churchill 
thus rem ained unansw ered. 


Johnson said Sunday he wants 
very m uch to go to the Church­ 
ill funeral. It w as believed he 
is alm ost certain to go unless 
his doctors resist strongly. 


W ants To Go To F uneral

House press secretary, said the 
P resident spent a very restful 
night and slept virtually w ith­ 
out interruption. He had a fit­ 
ful night a fte r being taken to

EST 
and had som e difficulty sleep­ 
ing S aturday night.

Hold Second Conference 


Asked if the President m ight 
even leave the hospital today, 
Reedy 
replied.

Johnson held a second bedside 
news conference w ith newsm en 
Sunday, about 48 hours afte r he 
had been adm itted to the U.S. 
N aval M edical C enter in sub­ 
urban B ethesda, Md. He said his 
sore th ro at w as gone and his 
cough had abated considerably. 


“ It’s all over w ith,” he said, 
adding th at the tim e of his dis­ 
charge from the hospital would 
depend on when his physician, 
R ear Adm. G eorge G. Burkley, 
“ feels like it is easier to handle 
things here or at hom e.” 


R eedy said Sunday he did not 
expect 
Johnson 
to leave the 
hospital 
before 
W ednesday. 
Burkley said he hoped the P re si­ 
dent would get a five-day rest. 
Johnson w as adm itted to the 
hospital early S aturday m orn­ 
ing.
